Axtone the various subjects that attract 
those who watol with interest the pros 
gress aud woll-being of China, there 
are two of considerable prominenoe, 
the spread of the cultivation of opium, 
aud the development of the mineral 
resouroes, in the country. ‘The exten 
1 of the growth of opium is the 
concern of us all; it moans a decline 
in the import of the Indian drug, and 
therefore embarrassment to the reveunes 
of India and to the courses of exchange, 
to some of us; to others, who believed 
that the Chinese governing classes wore 
serious in their opposition to the drug, 
a oruel disillusion, The development 
of the mineral resources of China, 
especiully of the deposits of coal and 
iron, is equally, if not more, important. 
We are looking forward with hope to 
the days when the principal cities of 
China will beconnected with theiron road, 
and there are good grounds for believing 
that China will uot undertake railway- 
making on a sensible eoule, antil ale 
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oan minke the rails and other iron work 
st Lome out of her own iron. ‘The two 
auhjoots are curiously inter-connected. 
One of the official objections to the 
growth of the poppy is that it sapplaute 
cerenls and thus inoreases the probabi- 
lity of famines; an objection that will 
disappear whon the railway is at band 
to supply the deficiencies of one part of 
the ovantry by the superfluities of 
another two subjects are 
treated with great intelligenoe by the 
aoting Governor of Kuei.chow, H.E. 
P‘an Yi in o recent namber of the 
Peking Gazette, the oue in a Report the 
other iv « Meworial, and both documents 
are well worth special attention, In 
his report the Governor narrates how, 
by a devioo of his own, he has had 
ome success ouraging the growth 
of the poppy in Kueiohiou. He pro- 
ceeded with unusual moderation, There 
ig no falmination of moral lectures in his 
dovior, no destraotion of the poisouons 
plants by a forge of soldiers or runuers, 
No punishment of the farmers, He 
has simply ordered the looal officials to 
oud him in a return of the area of 
Innd devoted to poppy-oult No 
new Innd is to be sown with poppy- 
seed, but where it is already in Ul 













































ground, « fine of two or three bus 
of rice is to be exacted from en 
farmer, acoording to the quality of | 
orop, this rice being turned into the 
public granaries a8 a provision against 
famine. By this means the fear that 
the poppy will dangerously diminieh 
the oorenl crops is met and guarded 
againet, And, to uso the Governor's 
own words, “the inducement to engage 
in poppy cultivation being simply a 
question of profit, when the furmera 
find it no longer pays, they very soon 
abandon it, aud the scheme adopted by 
the momorialist bas already resulted in 
8 diminution of the quantity of land eo 
employed.” 

The Memorial which follows in the 
same Gazelle touches us even more 
foarly, It is a requost to be allowed 
to etart a foundry in Shanghai, the 
capital boing supplied by a public 
company, for smelting the iron ore 
from the mines Kueichou. No 
doubt the Governor hus been partly 
impolled by tho recent movement among 
the high officials, in favour of the 
provision of an adequate navy, to be 
ooustruoted, like the railways of the 
futare, from the iron of the vountry, 
The Governor voutures to point out 
that the iron ores of Kueiohon aro 
perior to those of any other provinoe, 
that it is worth while making 
serious experiments as to the possibi- 
lity of ulilising thes ores, In the 
month of February lust he put aside 
Pe. 20,000 of provincial funds, which 
was added to onpital subsoribed by 
morobants, for the establishment of 
depdie at Chéu-yiine Fa in Kaeichou, 
Ohang-18 Fo in Hanan, Hankow, and 



































Shanghai, to receive consignments of 
Knusichon iron ore for Government 
une. Specimens of ore were seut for 
assay and report to the Superintendenta 


of Northern and Southern Trade, H.E. 
Li Hung-chang reported that the ore 
was of excellent quality, and went on 
with bis customary prudence and oau- 
tion to any, that, if the iron could be 
1 Shanghai properly smelted 
reasounble price, it could of course 
be taken for Government ase. The 
Southern Superintendent was equally 
non-committal, He said that hitherto 
supplies of iron and coal bad been ob- 
tained from Hu-k‘ou and Formosa, but 
that if Kueichou could eupply these 
necessaries at lower rales, there could 
be no objection to giving it the pre- 
ference, The Governor is evidently 
convinced that these conditions can be 
falilled, though it wonld seem at the 
first glance that the distanos betwee: 
Kuei-yang Fu and Shanghai, at least 
1,200 miles, would add too much to 
the exponse. It is true that there is 
water-oarriage the whole way; but 
there would have certainly to be

AN INTERNATIONAL SILVER LEAGUE, 
Or making of plans for restoring somo, 
or all, of its former value to silver, 
there is uo end. It is well that it 
should be so, for it may be that out of 
the maltitude of counsellors something 
practioablemay be evolved. ‘The depres. 
sion of trade is in many quarters ats 
tributed to the increased value of gold, 
aud to the low price of silver, aud of 
exchange, with silver-using countries, 
If a belief to this effect finds lodg. 
ment in the minds of traders, mauu- 
facturers aud working meu at home, 
there is a danger, which may not be 
great, but slill exists, of impatience 
at the long continued years of poor 
profits aud lowered wages hurrying 
England and other uations into le- 
gislation that would ultimately prove 
injarious, It may be said that, when 
those who are learned iu fin 
matters have failed to proponud any 
remedial scheme that has been generally 
acceptable, there is uot much prospect 
of others originating which cau bo safely 
adopted. But the truth is that, with 
the exception of a few doctriuaires who 
have urged a returu to bi-metalliem, 
and whose emiuence mey be open ta 
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question, no one whose position aud 
Knowledge of the whole subject is 
indisputable has. proposed any cure 
Yor the state of financial affairs which 

complained of. Various remedies 
avo been suggested, debated and Jost 
ht of; and in the meantime the 
Roti of the bi-metallists goes on in- 
rea In Mr. Gladstone's phrase, 
Rs applied to his Irish mensures, bi- 
motallism holds the field, for between 
it and letting things take their course, 
allowing silver to find its trae commer~ 
cial value, there is noother plan before 
the public that has received any con- 
siderable support. 

We have endeavoured to keep our 
readers acquaiuted with the plans for 
restoring some of the lost value to 
silver that hard from time to time 
beon propoeed. ‘There was considerable 
variely in them, but they nearly all 
sought to obtain the object which 
their authors had in view through 
India,- Bat a wew plan seems to 
have been submitted last month to 
some of the London newspapers, 
which is somewhat to this effect :—~ 
“That every ounce of silver shall be 
convertible into an international coin 
of about 48, (not five shillings); that 
payment shall be made legal in these 
coins at a fixed rate of five to the pound ; 
that the price. of silver shall thereby 
bo kept up to at least 48d, per cunce, 
but that the compact between nations 
shall be termivable optionally at the 
end of fen yenrs, any Government which 
mny desire to withdraw being at liberty 
to do so on a payment to remai 
Governments of a slight profit or 
seignorage in silver, By this means it 
is thought that France and Germany 
would be induced to keep back the 
silver (hey have not sold; that Ru 
Austria, and the South American States 
would bo encournged to take silver for 
their own coinages, no longer 
the fear of limitless depreciation, and 
that stability and certainty would be 
given (o (he markets, not only for 
Iver, bat for all goods bought with 
silver.” The Daily News, commenting 
on this, ease, “There ie much which is 
rose-colonred and inviting about such a 
scheme. It is, however, sometbing of 
wepeculation on the price of silver ; and 
if England went in to it the reservation 
would be necessary that we should not 
bo responsible for more than a well- 
Gefined maximum during the ten years’ 
period. Were silver to fall, the risk of 
having onr circulation drenched by what 
@ banker wittily calls a “solution of 
silver” would be grave, The principle 
of our curreiicy is » good one; and it is 
worth seme sacrifices 10 keep it good.” 
This price of silver would make the 
Shanghai tael worth about four shillings 
and nine pence half-penny, aud the 
Tupeo say one shilling and six pence 
three farthings. If this plan is 
ever taken into serious consideration 
it will require to be olearly shown 
that it will give stability to silver 
exchanger, and will not lessen the 
export of produce and thereby injure 



























































the Indian people. We 
for grantedthat exchang 
steadier while such an international 
arrangement existed than it has been of 
late years. But if the effect of it was to 
diminish the export of produce from the 
East, the natives of Asia would be unable 
to take Enropean goods in exchange for 
their produce. The remark of our Lon- 
don contemporary as to the maximum 
for which England should be respon- 
sible points out the weak spot in the 
plan, All the nations which entered this 
ternational league would require their 
ility to be fixed. An internatio 
coinage on the Limited Linbility pr 
ciple is uulikely to work satisfactor 
and as the produetion of silver would go 
on merrily the while, each Power would, 
as the ten yenrs drew to a close, be- 
come very anxious to hold as little 
silver as possible, As we saw remarked 
lately, it is not only thnt silver has 
been depreciated in recent years by the 
action of some governments, but (hat 
Nature herself seems to he in the con. 
epirncy against it, by farnishing more 
of the metal than the world needs. 
The continaons fall in the value of 
silver in late years bas been the cause 
of great anxiety to the Indian Govern. 
ment, and the efficials would welecme 
any scheme, whether bi-metallism or 
something like this new compromise, 
‘hat would help them out of their diff. 
cully, if it only gave temporary 
relief. ‘The extension of railway aud 
other tran India will increase the 
exports thence, but that appears too 
slow a process to Financial Secretaries 
and others who have to make both ends 
of the Budget meet.

MYSTERY OF THE TORTOISE. 
Tae tortoise in China bas been very 
little studied. Iu an artiole, otherwise of 
gront value, by Dr. O. F. von Mollen- 
dorff on the Fauun of Chili which was 
published niue yoars ago vory fow tor- 
or turtles are mentioned. He 
speake of a small marsh tortoise, and 
remarks that the Chinese trionyx is 
common in the rivers of Obili. It is 
sometimes a foot long without the ueck, 
‘aud is called by the Chinese, the coat- 
jh or round fish, In coutrast 
with this brevity, Chinese authors de- 
light to expand upon such a subject as 
the tortoise, which from the most au- 
‘cient times has been in their country a 
sacred animal, hore are, they say, 
i i that 
iu shells, aud the tortoise is the 
obief among them all. Not that they 
ever counted them, But three hundred 
and sixty is @ convenient round number, 
and they say that the human body con- 
tains this number of boues aud no more.

Que of the chief points of interest 
in the tortoise, in addition to its re. 
markable lougevity, extending to a 
hundred years in somo cases, was 
the markings on itsshell. The ancient 
Chinese found the numbers eight and 
nine there, aud proceeding to conuect 
these with the properties of numbers 
they supposed the tortoise to be a tea. 
ober of natural scievce. The sight 
symbols of Fabsi and the favourite 
nine of Wen-wang were based on the 
revelations made by the shell of this 
divino animal. Soholars of the Han 
and-of the Sung dynasties both had 
their theories about numbers, and in 

* those theories indulged in certain ex- 
travagancies. In the Han dynasty a 

‘ mythical history for ‘primitive China 
* was mauufactured, such as Confacius 
never kuew. But it was reserved for 
the Sang philosophers to exalt the tor- 
boise into @ mathematical teac! 









































when Shan-yan-fa added to his doctrine 
of the Early Heaven, a picture of a 
tortoise bearing on it the nambers 
one to nine, so arranged that three 
nombers taken in eight different 
ways should always count fifteen. Tho 
head of the tortoise was nine, the 
tail one, the centre of the shell was 
five and the other six numbers were 
properly distributed among the feet and 
sides of the animal, This be called the 
Lo-shu, asserting that it was theprecious 
Lo-shu of which the aucieuts spoke, 
the lost record bequeathed by early 
sages of come most valuable mathema- 
tical knowledge.

barned their shells over a scorching 
fire in order to find out the fature,

the will of heaven. Our European 
ralists have examiued the bones 
which make up the shell, aud explained 
their arrangement, The eight in the 
middle of the upper shell of this rep- 
tile, are the metamorphosed append- 
ages of the vertebim of the back. 
This can be proved by turning the 
shell over, when the form of the verte- 
bree is quite visible. Ou each side of 
the middle row there is another row of 
eight, and these are the ribs of the 
higher avimals changed into plates of 
armour, An oval border of twenty- 
five or twenty-six plates surroands the 
ribs, These correspond to the cartil- 
ages which in the human body connect 
the ribs with the breastboue. The 
frequent ocourrence of eight as the 
namber of pieces, may be regarded as 
the key that is required to solve the 
mystery of the Pa-kwa, The 
symbols of Fabsi are simply 1 
aud veterbre to the number of 
existivg in the shell of the tortoise in 
the form of plates, joined by sutures 
which roasting over a firo makes 
visible. Then as to the namber niue, 
the perfect nomber which the eage 
Wen Wang admired, and made the 
basis of the Chow dynasty system of 
divination, it is fonud in the lower 
shell of the tortoise. The lower shell 
is the breastbone in nine pieces, ex- 
panded into plates covering the whole 
body underneath, Wen Wang atudied 
the uudershell as Fabsi did the upper, 
These bones, metamorphosed into a pro- 
teotive cont of mail, were made by the 
ges of early China aide to strengthen 
popular superstition. It was reserved 
for the genius of Cuvier to explain what

THE HONGKONG LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY. 
Tae Hongkong Legislative Council held 
a Special Meeting in the 26th of 
August, at which was performed an 
assault by one of the now non-official 
mombers, on the seoresy, or some of it, 
behind whioh the Government carries 
ou 8o much of its proceedings. Of 
course the non-official member, and all 
his colleagues of the same class, was 
beaten. ‘That was to beexpeoted, Firat 
of all Mr. MacEwen wanted to know 
bow many sittings there had beon of 
the Law Committee, which was ap. 
pointed in 1888. The Acting Attorney- 
General replied that four formal and 
several informal meetings had been 
held; but it seemed that Mr. Ryrie had 
never been summoued to any of these 
meetings, and had only been present. 
at a mooting of a casual kind at the 
Club, when “ two or three of us met,” 
made thensel! io. free and ensy 
meeting of the Law Committee, whioh 
Mr. O'Malley said was all right. How. 
over, itappeared that other members of 
the Council iad been more favoured, and 
had by invitation atterided somo moot- 
‘Buguiry to as the namber of meet 

ings which « Public Works Committee 
formed in 1888 had held, elicited the 
reply, five times; which was not- a 
serious addition to the other labours of 
its membe: 
Tho great assault was mado on 
the Seoret Finance Committeo, in 
nhich practically the expenditure of 
the oolony is determined. At one of its 
meetings last year a sum of £60,000 
was voled for defences, and it is stated 
that the sonior member of Council voted 
for this sum being given only on certain 
conditions which have not been fulfilled, 
The senior member has not made 
kuown what these conditions were, and 
their nature does uot uow matter. The 
instance shows how dangerous these 
quiet, secret meetings of the Finauoe 
Committees cre; had the basiuess at 
the meeting in question been opt 
discussed, tio officinle in the world 
would have ventured to serve their 
publio as the Hongkong public has 
beon served in the matter of the guna 
and fortificatios Tn defending the 
seoret system a great deal of official 
twaddle was talked, and all so much 
alike as to make it seem-not impro- 
bable that all the speeches had beeu 
written by oue man, coutracted for by 
the word—put into hat aud drawn 
at random. The debate was preceded 
by a Minute of the Officer Administer. 
ting the Governmeut in defeuce of 
the present order of things in the 
Finance Committee. This juuota was 
borrowed from Mauritius “ where the 
system has worked well for thirty 
years, aud meetings are never held 
open doors,” aud further the dati 
Finance Committee aro similar to those 
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of Board Committee in Bunka and 
other companies; and so on. The re- 
ply to the reference to Mauritius was 
given by the mover of resolation—that 
it did not follow that what was appli- 
cable to one colony would suit another. 
It might have been also said that what 
does duty for public opinion in Hong. 
kung being opposed to the secret sys- 
tom, the Government should defer to the 
wiehes of the community, It has been 
again and again urged by the Hong. 
kong officinls that at seoret meetings 
such questions as salaries and the quali- 
fications of individuals cau be more 
freoly discussed Ubau in open meetings. 
‘This ig probably trae, but is it reason. 
able that the important financin! nfs 
of the Colony should be jeopardized ii 
whole or in part, in order to save the 
feelings of the “harmless incom. 
poops” for whom the Colonial Treasurer 
pleadod? Lot all such trifles as these 
be discussed in private, Even if oases 
of favouritism should occur now and 
the harm from them will be as 
nothing compared to tho injary which 
tho present system entails, It is evid- 
ent from several utterances of (he 
official mombers that they know that 
the proceedings at meetings of the 
nee Committee must soon be done 
pablic. ‘The~ legal members of 
Council suggested various ways of 
evading the inovitable. Finally, see- 
1B how weak their position wns, they 
adopted © compromise suggested by 
the Chief Justice which declared that 
it was not uecessary to alter the 
present practice of Council, and this 
was oarried by 7 to 3, the only non. 
oficial momber supporting it being 
Mr. Wong Shing. ‘Ibe Fivanoinl Gom- 
mittes ia to continue to work with 
closed doors though the public,—to 
jedge from the votes of the nou-official 
mombare—desires to know what occurs 
at its meetings, aud thie, that the 
officials may make matters 

for themselves. ‘The great ni 
poop interest must not have its feel- 
ings hurt by the public knowing 
what is said about those of its members 
who are in the public pay. Also, for 
fear that a confidential despatch from 
th Seoretary of Stute should be made 
public through the Press, Mr. Ryrie 
said that in twenty years he did not 
suppose Le lind come across more than 
four or five despaiches with regard to 
fiuances, which there was the sligbest 
reason for keeping back. But the 
Officer Administoring the Government 
stated that ho would in future iutro- 
noe tho estimates, not ex bloc, but 60 
that the Couneil could go into them 
iu dotail as it does bills, aud vote 
reparately the sums required for the 
different’ departments, This seems 
Practically to concede what the non.

‘Society, Volume 
Tae third number of the first volume of 
the Journal of the Peking Oriental Society, 
which has just reached us, ought to be 
eagerly sought for by collectors of Chinese 
porcelain, for it opens witha most interest- 
ing and readable article by Dr. Bushell, 
whose fame as a collector is wide-spread, 
on Chinese porcelain before the present 
dynasty. ‘There are some collectors,” no 
doubt, who will dislike to be told, in the 
words of Mr. Franks, that “ notwithstand- 
ing the numerous works that have been 
published, it is probable that we have as 
yet but an imperfect notion of the age, 
history, and meaning of much that appears 
in collections of Oriental porcelain” ; be- 
cause we must all have met collectors, who 
believe, or profess to believe, that’ they 
know all about it : but even they may leam 
something from Dr. Bushell’s Re rr. Its 
object is, to bring before the Peking So- 
ciety “an illustrated manuscript catalogue, 
in four volumes, by a collector of the six- 
teenth century of our era, who has drawn 
in colour and described eighty-two e: 
amples of the different i 
were appreciated three hundred years 
” ‘The book itself 
Bushell’s hands from the collection of the 
hereditary Princes of Yi; it is bound in 
four volumes betweon wood blocks, and 
the translation of its title is, ‘¢ Ilustrated 
Description of the Celebrated Porcelain 
of different Dynasties.” ‘The author, whose 
name was Hsiang Yuan-ptien, ‘was a 
well-known writery artist atid collector, 
and his literary title was Mo-lin-chii-shih, 
Retired scholar of Molin, and he must have 
flourished duriug the second half of the 































g figured as representative 
specimens of the different kinds of porce- 
lain most appreciated in his time. ‘Those 
who fondly imagine that pieces of real Ta 
Ming chinaware are to be picked up for afew 
's, Will be surprised to find that Mr.

Dr. Bushell 
proves from cotitemporary writers that 
these prices are not exaggerated ; and he 
adds a slight historial sketch of Chinese 
porcelain manufacture, and a list of the 
ticles ordered for the ce in_ the 
th year of Chia Ching (A.D. 1529), 
which shows at once whence the abundance 
of poreelain of the sixteenth century that 
is still to be found in Peking, is derived. 
In fact, every word of the paper should be 
studied by the collector, who will sympa- 
thise with the closing words of the preface 
to Mr. Hsiang’s catalogue : 

«7 have painted the specimens in colours 
and given the source of each one, in order 
that I may preserve them from being lost 
or forgotten, and be able to show them to 
mny friends.’ Say not that my hair is scant 
aud sparse and yet I do what is only fit for 
a child’s toy.’

Dr. W, A. P. Martin follows Dr. Bushell, 
with a discourse on The Study of Chinese 
History. The first statement of import- 
ance in the discourse is, that there is no 
such thing as Chinese History, as the 
word is understood in the West. The 
Chinese have an historical literature more 
voluminous than that of any other nation 
on earth : Dr. Martin illustrates it by. the 
story of the old immortal in the Taoist 
Legends who was asked his age, and who 
replied that he did not count it by years, 
but by terrestrial cataclysms. Whenever 
continent dropped into the sea, or a new 
world emerged from the ocean, he dropped 
a memorial pebble, and he had already in 
his house eleven rooms full of these pebbles. 
The official historians have for centuries 
transcribed day by day the history of the 
empire, but to guard against the pervertin; 
influence of fear or favour, they wait unti 
the last scion of an imperial house Ii 
ceased to reign before publishing the his- 
tory of the dynasty. Every now and then 
a sage is born with a divine commission to 
revise the annals of preceding centuries ; of 
four have already appeared : Confu- 
the Gth century B.C., Sze-ma Tsien 
in the 2ud century B.C., Sze-ma Kwang in 
the 11th, and Chu Fu Tsien the 12th century, 
A.D. The world is now waiting for the

The mass of information that is shut up 
in these countless volumes of records is ap- 
palling ; but Dr. Martins advises his hearers 
ike heart, and ‘instead of seeking 
nection as many do by writing for the 
ftivth time a life of Mary Stuart, or Lucre- 
tia Borgia, why not. appropriate some little 
corner of this unclaimed territory and ex- 
ploit its hidden treasures? The reconstruc- 
m of the whole by any one man is not to 
be thought of. A’ history worthy of the 
grandeur of the subject, cannot be produced 
otherwise than by the combined effort of 
many scholar: We finish Dr. Martin's 
discourse with the conviction that it is the 
people who know most about China who 
prove to us how little they and we know 
about the country. 

‘The present fascicule concludes with an 
abridgment of a paper by Mr. C. Arendt 
entitled ‘* Some additional remarks on the 
history and historians of China.” Mr. 
Arendt rather depreciates the value of the 
Chinese chronicles, while allowing that their 
mass is tremendous. They are ‘ull 
monotonous; since the end of the thir 
century before Christ, China has made no 
progress, she has had no great periods, and 
the method of Chinese historiography is so 
bad that with the exception of the chronicle 
of Confucius with its commentary, the 
histories are most dull and tedious to read. 
In Chinese histories there is no grouping 
of events around persons or of persons 
around events. ‘The Chinese annaliat 
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throws into your face a profusion of small 
mosaic pebbles, leaving it to yourself to 
compose from them a complete pavement.” 
Mr. Arendt closes his paper with a brief 
biography of the Empress Tou extracted 
from Chinese annals. It certainly proves 


that it is possible by much seeking to find 
something more in them than dry notices, 
dates, and uninteresting details,

Very heavy rains have fallen lately in 
this locality, causing gront loss of life ond 
property. most continuous down 
pour for forty-eight hours swelled the Ton 
Ho to such au extent that it burst its banks

morning, (27ch July) a large volume of 
water caine pouring down to the city, with 
sufficient force to burst open the’ great 
south gate, aud the western gate, and avon 
alarge portion of T’ai-yuen Fu was flooded, 
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‘The southern suburb was also completely 
under water, the people taking refuge on 
the tops of the houses. Several people 
‘drowned before they could make their 
excape, and others were killed by houses 
falling down in the stream. Th 
cleared about 11 a.m. on Tuesday, an 
during that day and the following ‘tho 
‘on the housetops were rescued by rafts, 
‘The Ton Ho has almost completely lett 
its bed, and rushing down in a south-easterly 
direction has swamped many of the villages, 
None of the villagers soem to have boon 
































drowned, but mavy of them have lost 
everything they had; their wheat crop, 
which was just harvested, has beon almost 


dostroyed, and the fields are cither under 
water, or covered with mud

‘THE TYPHOON OF THE MENZALBU. 
To the Eilitor of the 
Norra-Cutsa Dany News, 

As Director of the Zi-ka-wei Observatory, 
I think to be my duty to put forward 
aome remarks of io small consequence, that 
paragraph in your valuable paper, of 
24h August, given as an extract from the 
China Mail of Hongkong of 17th August, 
has forcibly suggested to me. ‘The extract, 
tled The Menzaleh in the ''yphoon.” 
hat report hns been evidently com- 
municated either by the Captain of the 
French steamer, or by one of the officers 
‘on board ; but on being published in the 
columns of the China Mai, it must have 
been accompanied with a commentary, the 
incorrectuess of which the Captain himself 
(Lhave heard from reliable authority) has 
pointed ont, Remarks of such a kind are 
Iningled with the report, as must totally 
puzzle the mont expert investigator, both 
about the course of the ship from Japan to 
Hongkong, and about the trick of the 
typhoon itself, Be it enough to speak of 
the capital points. 































It is reported that, on 11th and 12th 
August, the 8, Menzalch proceoded with 
the weather sine, with very little breeze. 





Now, the authentic report which Captain 
Benois has most kindly sent to mo, does 
not speak of the state of the sky, but gives 
the winds from E. and E.N-E.; at firat 
force 4, thon force G to 8, the French sea- 
men being accustomed to number on a 
scale from 0 to 10, this is certainly far from 
a very little breeze, 

‘The author of the China Mail's report 
stands up #0 strongly for that wrong 
dication, that he repeats, a little below : 
“The wind, which had’ been very light, 
beyan to increase, uutil at two o'clock in 
the afternoon they found themselves with- 
in the radius of atyphoon.” In fact, there 
were 16 hours since the wind blew with 
force 8 : do we not then roach the radius 
of a typhoon while the wind blows only 
with force 8? 

‘Phere is a second mistake, the causo of 
which I caw’t explain to myself. ‘This one 
may miclead both aa regards the course 
of the steamer and that of the typhoon, 
‘This is the position, absolutely inexact, 
uiven to the Menzaleh at 2 p.m. on tho 
13th of August : the very momentous hour 
at which, itis said, the ship reached the 
circle of the typhoon (the wind got to force 
9 only at5 ‘The steamor is reported 
Taying by 28° 19" lat, N. nnd 127° long. E. 
(of Greenwich). Now the authentic report

wich); and, as feom that time the ship 
Degan to heave to, and did not move much, 
It is about that very position that she felt 
the centre to pass very near, on the 14th 
about midnight (barometer 28in, 11). 
Moreover it is impossible that the centre 
could have passed over the Liu-kius, at the 
very moment when it was 250 miles farther 
the west, near the P. & O. mail steam- 
ip Bokhara. The report of Captain 
Benois I have at hand places the Menzaleh, 
a few miles to the N.E. of the Bukhara; 
the lowest reading of his barometer (which 
was by 0.62in., lower than that of the

To the Editor of the 
Norru-Cuixa Datty News. 

Sim,—I notice from a leading article in 
your columns that thy question of a Chin 
post office is again mooted, and that the 
objections to vite correspoudence and mails 
being confided tw the Chinese are once 
more ventilated. It is to be hoped that 
very serivus consideration will be given to 
the great danger which would encompass 
our giving up our business and official 
letters to the control of the Chinese, Lt is 
all very well to say that the proposed 
Chineso post office ‘will be managed by 
Enropeaus in the Customs Service, but 
wo have no guarantee that Uhewe servants 
of the Chinese will not be obliged to 
blindly carry out the inatructions of their 
employers, even if they involved the dex 
tention, or giving up, or opening any 
correspondence the contents of which the 
Chinese might consider it useful to know 
It seems erhaps hard to 
8 peaus whom one supp 
to be guided by principles of honesty 
honour would lend themselves to commit 
any of the above-mentioned dishonest ac- 
tious regarding letters of other Europeans, 
but which are certainly not impossible to 
bo usked of them by their Chinese em- 
ployers, who we all know are not at all 
scrupulous in doing anything to serve their 
own ends, without regard to thy rights of 
others. : 

Ivis however unfortunately a universal 
fooling that the Europenn servants of the 
Chinese Customs service have no will of
